Early Settlement 


of Maritime Tieup 
Appears "Hopeful" 


Striking Union Leaders 


Meet Today in Effort 


To End Walkout 


fBy The Associated Press} 


An early end of the second 


nationwide shipping- strike in a 
month was forecast today by Con- 
ciliation Director Edgar L. War- 
ren who summoned all disputants 
to an afternoon 
conference in 


Washington "to try to drive home 
a settlement." 


The conciliation chief said a con- 


tinuous meeting would start at 
noon (GST) and that he saw no 
need for further adjournments of 
the negotiations. A commission 
official said he saw "reasonable 
hope" for early settlement. 


AFL and CIO union leaders, as 


well as government officials who 
asked anonymity, said the Mari- 
time commission had made it 
known it would enforce on all 
government-owned 
vessels 
any 


changes in working conditions 
agreed upon by east coast ship- 
owners and the two unions which 
represent captains, mates and en- 
gine-room officers. Refusal of Pa- 
cific coast shipowners/ to fol- 
low the eastern 
companies in 


meeting contract demands remain- 
ed the principal stumbling block 
in the dispute. 


Further negotiations were plan- 


ned today between the shipowners 
and the two seafaring unions in- 
volved in the walkout which start- 
ed Monday—the CIO Marine En- 
gineers and the AFL, Masters, 
Mates and Pilots.

The major issue under discus- 


sion in Washington

"union security"—as other issues, 
including wages, were gradually 
being cleared away. CIO long- 
shoremen striking on the west 
coast were reported to ~be near 
agreement with their employers 
at San Francisco. The Masters,

hike of 35 <per. cent" and thte "long- 
shoremen 33 cents more an hour

Meanwhile, other major labor 


disputes continue, including the 
crippling power strike in Pitts- 
burgh where the number of job- 
less mounted because of work 
stoppage. Streetcar and bus serv- 
ice remained halted as a result 
of picketing by members of the 
independent power union, while 
2,000 AFL workers were on strike 
against the city's eight major ho- 
tels in a dispute over wages. 


"An act of sabotage" was blam- 


ed by a spokesman for the Du- 
quesne Light Co., strikebound for 
nine days, for the 40-minute in- 
teruption last night of electric 
service to 18,000 residents of two 
communities in the Pittsburgh 
area. The union, which8 is de- 
manding 20 per cent wage in- 
creases, planned further meetings 
today with company representa- 
tives. 


Hollywood Police Alerted 


In Hollywood, Calif., police of- 


ficers were alerted for any pos- 
sible recurrence of yesterday's 
outbreak of violence in the movie 
labor dispute. Yesterday 28 pic- 
kets and nine sheriff's deputies 
were injured and 13 persons were 
arrested in a clash as police at- 
tempted to break up a parade by 
400 pickets at the gates of Metro- 
Gold wyn-Mayer. The latest out- 
break of violence brought to 56 
the total arrested since picketing 
started last week in a renewal 
of the jurisdictional dispute be- 
tween two AFC unions. 


Two other continuing disputes

in Columbus and in 


Chicago and its nearby western

Government Chiefs 
Search in Vain to 
Solve Meat Muddle 


Washington, Oct. 2—(AP)—The 


administration was reported cast- 
ing about today for some means 
of easing the meat shortage, but 
no ready 
solution 
appeared in 


sight. 


Aides of top policy-making offi- 


cials told reporters they thought 
there was little >chance the govern- 
ment would take either of two 
steps which agriculture 
depart- 


ment meat authorities described 
as the only apparent ones for in- 
creasing supplies. 


These are (1) easing of controls 


and raising prices in order to en- 
courage marketing of cattle and 
hogs, or (2) government requisi- 
tioning of meat animals 
from 


^arms. 


A third possible step was sug- 


gested earlier this week by secre- 
tary of agriculture Clinton P. An- 
derson. He said the government 
might find it necessary to seize 
livestock arriving at markets. 


Experts said this might lead to 


better distribution 
of 
available 


meat but would not increase total 
supplies. 


On the political front: 
Senator Capehart (R-Ind) said 


reports reaching 
him 
indicated 


that "the people of America are 
up in arms over the shortage of 
meat and are rightly blaming the 
administration." 


Result of OPA 


"It is the result of administra- 


tion and OPA bungling," Cape- 
hart added to a reporter. 


He said that to his mind the 


meat shortage had removed any 
question that there will be a "Re- 
publican sweep" in the November 
congressional elections. 


On the other side, Senator Lu- 


cas fD-Bl) said in a separate in- 
terview that he did not believe 
the meat shortage would be a po- 
litical factor. 


"Meat is short but nobody that 


I know of is hungry or starving," 
he said. 


Lucas is chairman of the Demo- 


cratic senatorial 
campaign com- 


mittee.- -He—predicted tb^p Demo- 
crats will retain senate control, 
perhaps pick up seats, ' and will 
hold the house. 


The Dlinois senator also predict- 


ed the meat shortage will soon 
begin to ease. 
He said western 


cattlemen have been holding back 
their cattle, hoping for removal of 
price control, but are coming to 
the point now where they must 
sell them.

Revealed by Army 


At Legion Meeting 


Patterson Seeks Aiel For 


Plan; Affects Every 


Male Aged 17 to 19 


Washington, Oct. 2—(AP)—The 


army took the wraps off its re- 
vised plan for universal military 
training 
today as Secretary of 


War Patterson asked the Amer- 
ican Legion at San Francisco for 
active backing. 


The proposal bore only the War 


department's official approval but 
about three 
of 
every ten men 


trained would be for the navy. 
Hence officials of the sea arm 
forrecast 
navy support for the 


The Le- 
gion earlier this year sponsored a 
plan similar in outline.

The Soivet union keeps the pres- 


sure on Turkey over the Dardan- 
elles, and if the purpose is to 
find out whether American inter- 
est in the issue is genuine and 
lasting Moscow must have had its 
answer in the last 
two days. 


Statements by two of the highest 
ranking spokesmen in Washing- 
ton should convince anyone that 
American diplomacy is following 
every turn with the liveliest in- 
terest and that the armed forces 
of this nation are cooperating 
closely in the support of foreign 
policy. The lessons of the Wal- 
lace incident are evident in the 
close coordination of pronounce- 
ments of Navy Secretary 
For- 


restal and Acting Secretary of 
State Acheson on our policies and 
the disposition of our forces in the 
Mediterranean 
and the Middle 


East. 


U.S. Policy is Plain 


They also make plain the policy 


of the United States, in keeping 
with its support on the United Na- 
tions, to take an active interest 
in any situation which might be 
a threat to peace anywhere in the 
world. Acheson emphasized this in 
his news conference yesterday. 
Like Forrestal on Monday he 
pointed out that American naval 
forces have been operating in the 
Mediterranean since the beginning 
of the republic. He saw no rea- 
son why that should be changed 
now. This seems to imply that 
American interest in the Dardan- 
elles and the Mediterranean is no 
new thing. In a sense that is true. 
But it is also a fact that Ameri- 
can determination to stand against 
threats to peace in those areas 
stems from a policy born from our 
experience in World War U. This 
policy is a definite departure from 
that followed in the truce 'between 
the two "great warsi It means the 
fulfillment of the obligations the 
United States assumed in the cov- 
enants of Tehran, Yalta and Pots- 
dam and in the charter of the 
United Nations. 


Kremlin Needs Convincing 


Acheson disclosed that discus- 


sions are proceeding in the State 
department concerning Moscow's 
latest demands on Turkey. While 
rie did riot indicate -what action 
might be taken, other authorities 
said there was little doubt that 
if 
circumstances 
required 
the 


United States would repeat as 
strongly as necessary the stand 
taken in its note of Aug. 19 to 
Moscow. That note emphatically 
opposed the Soviet proposals for 
iomt Russia-Turkish defense of 
:he strategic straits and elimina- 
tion of non-Black Sea powers 
rom the agreements governing 
control of the straits. Indications 
from London are that Britain 
:akes the same stand. 


It appears to be necessary still 


to convince the Kremlin that the 
American foreign policy is unified, 
supported by the majority of the 
nation and likely to proceed along 
fixed lines in spite of domestic 
>olitical changes. Moscow either 
is skeptical of these things or is 
trying to undermine Washington's

Skeletons Found 


By GI Rescuers 


Shanghai, Oct. 2—(AP)—Three 


Americans flew to Sichang today 
hoping to pave the way for rescu- 
ing five airmen reported enslaved 
by Lolos and to identify three 
skeletons brought here Saturday. 


The skeletons were found three 


days hiking distance from Sich- 
ang, where they had been taken 
by Chinese. They were examined 
carefully by medical experts but 
no identifying clues were found. 
Chinese who discovered the re- 
mains found an uninscribed wrist 
watch and a piece of parachute 
silk which also were brought to 
Shanghai. 


Meantime. U. S. soldiers were 


slogging painfully across moun- 
tainous western China seeking the 
captives. 
They 
set 
out 
from 


Sichang last 
week. 
Traveling 


without radios, 
they 
have 
no 


means of communication. 


The search plane party will be 


prepared to negotiate on the spot 
if downed Americans are found 
among the Lolos, who are expect- 
ed to demand food for ransom. A 
rescue plane will be held ready at 
Shanghai. 


A Chinese drug merchant, whose 


reliability was vouched for by Dr. 
David C. Graham of West China 
Union university, said he had re- 
ceived reliable reports five U. S, 
airmen were enslaved by the Lolos 
in 1944.

Searls, University of Illinois, and 
Henry Johnson and Bob Schaaf, 
of the Chicago Producers, speak 
on the market situation and the 
outlook for the rest of 1946 and 
part of 1947.

The speakers agreed that be- 


cause of the high feed costs and 
the livestock ceilings the feeding 
of hogs and cattle will be unprof- 
itable for the next few weeks and 
that the outlook for livestock, es- 
pecially hogs, that can be fattened 
on the 1946 corn crop and mar- 
keted in the first nine months of 
1947, 
is more favorable. 


It was stated that the livestock 


price ceilings should not' be dis- 
couraging for efficient producers. 


Supplies of pork will be smaller 


in the late spring and summer oi 
1947 than this year because of the 
smaller 1946 fall pig crop, how- 
ever, the speakers thought that 
supplies of good grade beef may 
be larger because the more plen- 
tiful feed supply will encourage 
more cattle feeding. The outlook 
f01* farm prices during the rest of 
1946 
and most of 1947 is general- 


ly favorable but the farmers' costs 
of production will be high. It is 
thought that a high level of con- 
sumer incomes, an export demand 
above prewar and smaller supplies 
of many farm products will result 
in higher farm prices throughout 
at least the first 
9 months of 


1947 than those which existed in 
1945 and early 1946. 


Farmers were advised to avoid 


speculative investments, hold pro- 
duction costs down and keep in- 
ventories at a conservative level.
